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2024 Host City: Malmo, Sweden 


Sweden's third largest city, Malm6 serves as the heart and hub of the southern Skane 
region. Connected to Copenhagen, Denmark by the civil engineering marvel that is 
the Oresund Bridge, Malmé serves as the southern gateway to Sweden. 


Home to Malmo University, a growing biotech and IT sector, and a diverse 
population, this is a youthful, vibrant city, with almost half of the population under 
the age of 35, and 35% of the population born abroad. 


Famous names from Malm6 include actress Anita Ekberg, singer Eva Rydberg, and 
football legend Zlatan Ibrahimovic. 


2024 Venue: Malmo Arena 


If you think this year’s venue seems a little familiar, your eyes likely do not deceive 
you; Malm6 Arena has not only hosted Eurovision before (back in 2013), but it has 
also played host to heats of Melodifestivalen nearly every year since 2009 (only 
skipping 2021 and 2022). It now joins an exclusive list of venues that have hosted our 
beloved contest multiple times (including the RDS Simmonscourt in Dublin, 
Stockholm’s Globe Arena, the Hague’s Nederlands Congresgebouw, Luxembourg 
City’s Thédtre Municipal and Villa Louvigny, Cannes’ Palais des Festivals, and the 
International Convention Center in Jerusalem), but still lags behind the three-time 
host venue Point Theater in Dublin. 


The Arena has been the home of the Malm6é Redhawks ice hockey team since 2008, 
and has also hosted concerts from international headliners like Lady Gaga, Britney 
Spears, Rihanna, Bob Dylan, and Eurovision royalty Cliff Richard. Malm6 Arena has a 
maximum possible concert capacity of 15,500, but with this year’s ambitious stage 
design (a nearly 360-degree cross-shaped thrust stage), the number of tickets 
available will be significantly below that number.

Petra Mede 


A legend among Eurovision fans, 2024 marks Petra Mede'’s third time at the helm of 
Eurovision, which she did solo back in 2013 and alongside Mans Zelmerléw in 2016. 
She also co-hosted Eurovision Song Contest’s Greatest Hits with Graham Norton in 
2015 in celebration of the contest’s 60th anniversary. Only the late Katie Boyle has 
hosted the event more often. 


Mede is beloved in Sweden as a comedienne and presenter, having hosted 
Melodifestivalen, the Guldbagge awards (honouring Sweden's best filmwork), the 
local editions of Strictly Come Dancing and The Wheel, and, of course, an 
eponymous talk show. What will the host who brought us Love Love Peace Peace 
have in store for us this year? 


Malin Akerman 


Born in Sweden, raised in Canada, and now also a citizen of the United States, Malin 
Akerman has made a name for herself in both film and television. With major roles in 
The Comeback, Children’s Hospital, Billions, Watchmen, 27 Dresses, and The 
Proposal, she’s got a knack for both drama and comedy. 


Akerman has also dabbled in music; the former lead singer of the alt-rock band The 


Petalstones, she recently starred in the Swedish musical A Piece of My Heart and 
even appeared as “Squirrel” on the US version of The Masked Singer!
